London. March 17.—Grand Duke Michael has accepted the throne 
of Kuesia from Ex-Emperor Nicholas conditionally upon the content 
of the Ruuian people, according to a itatement received here to-day 
from the lemi-official Ruuian newt agency. 

The statement follow*: 

“Grand Duke Michael Alexandrovitch, in aooepting the throne 
from hit brother, declares that he does to only with the consent of the 
Ruuian people, who by a plebiscite should establish a new form of 
government and new fundamental laws.” 

The declaration made by the Grand Duka on hit acceptance of the 
throne as given by the newt agency reads as follows: — 

••Thr heavy responsibility has come 
to me nt the voluntary request of my 
brother, who has transferred the Im- 
tioriul throne fo me during a period of, 
wVTfare which Is accompanied with 
uii|>n .

I was surprised 
td see such a fine herd of registered 
A > rah ires, 17 head, and a few grade < 
cows, alt In splendid condition. Young I 
Mr. Qaine. although he never farmed 
bafore he came out hero to British 
Columbia, does all the wsrk on the 
farm without help, except in the busy 
senson. I believe he will make a suc¬ 
cess of breeding, as he is working along 
the right lines. I gave him all the en¬ 
couragement I could and told him of 
a farmer 1 knew well In ftcotland. At 
hto annual sale of young Ayrshire bulls 
last fall, the top price realised 11.900. 
The second highest was sold for $1,100. 

I shipped the bull on Monday to the , 
farm near Albcml. I arrived at the 
farm that afternoon; as I had shipped 
some dairy cattle and a small flock of 
ewes about three years ag°. I was 
anxious to see them. I also shipped 
some registered Berkshire sow* a 
month previoua to this. The stoek Is 
In splendid condition and have been 
well wintered. The foreman told me 
every one last year had twin tombs 
and saved them all except one that 
was Worried by dogs. This farm has 
splandid. up-to-date buildings; large 
bam with silo; splendid piggeries and 
a flrst-ctoss dairy building. I observed 
about UN) tons of ground lime ready to 
be spread on the land this spring. 

Took the train Tuesday morning for 
ParksviUe, where 1 was met by Mr. 
Morrison, of Krrington. Mr. Morrison 
settled In this district over 25 years 
ago, and we hare known one another 
for over $0 years.
